Rulh Rudderow explains the ancient art oflltrainian Easter egg decorating. Books have been 
w riltrn to illustrate the symbolic nature ot the colon and designs. 


Why did people begin to decorate eggs? 
According to Dillsburg s own eggs pert. 
Ruth Rudderow of South Second Street, 
these are two popular theories 

The first tlicory relates to when people in 
ancient times worshipped the sun The egg, 
when cracked open, resembled the sun. they 
believed 

The second, more popular theory 
lotuses on the eggs as a fertility symbol. 
Rudderow continued Everything including 
ihc universe-comes from an egg. the 
ancients maintained. 

Rudderow began to study the folklore of 
egg decorating while she strived to master 
the age-old art of painting pysanky, 
Ukrainian Easter eggs 

For the past two years. Rudderow has 
taught the ancient craft in adult education 
classes at Nortlicm York High School. 

Site had learned Ihc art approximately 
five years ago when site and her mother. Pat 
Kanis, atlcmJcd a class at Home and Hcanh 
in Mcchanicsburg. That class was taught by 
a woman who had learned the craft from tier 
mother, she said. 

Rudderow said site gives eggs as gifts 
year round Presently, she is planning to 
hold a class on Christmas designs in the 
fall. However, pysanky basically is an 
Easter tradition, she emphasized 

Although many artists decorate their eggs 
to appeal to individual tastes, books have 
been written to illustrate the symbolic nature 
of the colors and designs, Rudderow said 

According to folklore, children are given 
egg* with floral design* Teenagers receive 
eggs with a loi of white in the design to 
signify that their lives arc blank slates on 
which to write, Rudderow said. 

Mamed couples may receive eggs with 
40 mangles, symbolizing the many different 
facets ot their lives, she added. 

Elderly individuals are given black and 
white egg* depicting many gates and ladders 
which symbolize a "stairway to heaven." In 
this reference, black symbolizes eternity; 
white is punly 

In die Ukraine, if a child died during the 
Easter holiday, a pysanka was placed in the 
casket. Rudderow said.
